FUTURE BRIGHTER 


FOR CHICANOS 

Twenty-five years ago when I was living 
in a dirt cellar in an old house near down¬ 
town San Jose, I felt the future of the Mexi¬ 
can people here was hopeless. 

For years I shared this dark, humid cellar 
with fruit pickers and cannery workers that 
came and went according to the availability 
of work. I made my living the same way 
supplementing my income during the off sea¬ 
son doing odd jobs like gardening, washing 
dishes and kitchen walls, etc. 

I had to stay close by, I was attending 
San Jose State University. I didn't like what 
I saw in my nomadic roommates, and I 
wanted to break out of that life pattern no 
matter what the sacrifice; and education 
seemed to be a way out. 

In those days having a steady job was a 
status symbol among the Mexican men. 

Having a year round job in the cannery 
was an enviable position. The next best level 
to be in was to be among the first to be 
called back to work by the canneries, a privi¬ 
lege reached only after many years of 
seniority. 

Once a man had enough seniority and 
influence to work on the day shift, he felt he 
had finally "arrived." What more could we 
wish for? 

In those days Market Street in San Jose 
on Sundays and week nights was busy with 
Mexican families shopping and enjoying 
themselves. Winters, the street was 
deserted, families stayed home or moved on 
to work in other parts of the state where 
agricultural work was on. 

Mexican people lived like ants in this val¬ 
ley. Most of them accumulated all they 
could during the summer months (June, July, 
August, September) and live on unemploy¬ 
ment benefits, welfare and odd jobs during 
the hard winter months. 

I remember many a time while visiting a 


friend's home being proudly shown a cup¬ 
board full of beans, soups, tomato sauce, 
sacks of beans, flour, dry milk, and other non¬ 
perishables. "Look at this Luis," I would nod 
my head and say, "That's good." Nothing 
else needed to be said. 

This was not unusual to store food for the 
family during the season. Money was hard to 
keep, too easily spent. Precautions were 
necessary, not if the hard time came, but 
when the hard times came. They always did. 

The level of aspiraron of the Mexican man 
was low. Doors were tightly shut all around 
him. A college education was beyond his 
dreams. A luxury he could not afford even 
if he felt he was "college material." 

Those who dared enter the world of high¬ 
er learning did not have it easy. The college 
faculty was not sure they belonged there. 
In 1952, when I entered San Jose State Col¬ 
lege, the number of Mexican-American stu¬ 
dents could be counted with the fingers of 
one hand. 

In my case, I had dropped out of high 
school in the middle of my freshman year (I 
later earned a high school diploma by taking 
a general education test while in tne U.S. 
Navy). Without the benefit of a high school 
education, I found my first year of college 
difficult. 

At the end of the first year after being 

E laced twice on probation twice because of 
>w grades, I was told I would not be re- 
adimtted to a four-year program, but I could 
enter technical school and learn a trade. The 
dean personally told me I was wasting my 
time trying to get a degree. "I was not cut 
out for it." 

I spent the next year working in con¬ 
struction and laying railroads. The following 
year I returned to admissions office of the 
college and pleaded with them to give me 
a second chance. I was allowed to re-enter. 
Things went well. I earned my degree and 
went onto the University of California to 
earn a masters degree in public health. 

Today, I feel an immense joy to walk 
through San Jose State University campus 
and see hundreds of brovyn faces busily go¬ 
ing about the business óf gaining an educa¬ 
tion. The future of the Mexican-American 
and of this country is in the hands of these 
students. 

The days when fruit picking and long can¬ 
nery shifts were the only jobs open for Mexi¬ 
cans are gone forever. 

Today, the children of these forgotten 
men have taken a different approach to life 






They are Chícanos with their own identity. 

They know the answer to their socio¬ 
economic advancement lies in education, or¬ 
ganizational unity, and civic involvement. 
They are finally being supported by the es¬ 
tablished institutions that had neglected and 
abused their parents. 

The future of the Chicano looks good. The 
fact that there has been some movement 
and some positive response from outsiders 
indicates that the old order is changing and 
that the Chicano will not be a "forgotten 
man."

Rodolfo P. Hernandez 

Holder, Congressional Medal of Honor 



Rodolfo Hernandez was only seventeen 
years old when he enlisted in the United 
States Army in order to earn money to 
help support his mother and the rest of 
his family. He later transferred to the 
paratroopers because of the challenge and 
higher pay. In 1951, during the Korean 
War, he was a member of the 187th Air¬ 
borne Regimental Combat Team, Company 
G, and on May 31 of that year found him¬ 
self in the midst of a mass enemy attack 
on Hill 420 in Wontong-ni. Not knowing 
that his unit had been ordered to retreat, 
Hernandez continued to fire until he ran 
out of ammunition, and then engaged the 
advancing troops in hand-to-hand combat. 
Finally falling with serious head wounds, 
he was later recovered from the battlefield 
by his comrades and told that he had 
singlehandedly halted the enemy advance. 
For this gallantry he was awarded the Con¬ 
gressional Medal of Honor, our nation's 
highest military honor. Hernandaz spent 
the next five years recuperating to the point 
that he could marry, buy his own home, and 
be an active member of his community.

AL4NY REDISCOVER 

CHICANO ROOTS 

by LUIS JUAREZ 

Today many of our people of Mexican 
ancestry who at one time sloughed off their 
Mexican heritage are painfully rediscovering 
their Chicano roots. 

No one should criticize their past actions 
for it was not their fault. They negated 
their Mexican heritage because they realized 
the impossibility of advancing in this society 
with that ethnic label. They belonged per¬ 
haps to a group of Mexican-Americans with 
a higher level of aspiration. 

Most of these Mexican-Americans realized 
their predicament early in school when they 
noted the fact that the classroom environ¬ 
ment was so different in its styles and as¬ 
sumptions from their own family environment 
that survival would essentially entail a choice 
between both worlds. 

As in Christianity, to be saved, they had 
to "be born again" — into the gringo world. 
The Mexican-American boy had to forget 
most of what his culture had provided, be¬ 
cause to remember was a disadvantage. 

The past and its curtural values became 
detachable, like a piece of clothing grown 
heavy on a warm day and finally put away. 


Unfortunately, parents encouraged the 
"remaking" of their children by giving up 
the use of Spanish in front of them. This 
change in the family added to the trauma of 
the already confused child. The language 
that had formed so much of the family sense 
of intimacy in an alien world was substituted 
by a broken English. 

Instead of Spanish sounds, the Mexican- 
American children began hearing sounds that 
were new, harder, less friendly. More im¬ 
portant they were encouraged to respond 
in English. 

The change in language was the most dra¬ 
matic and obvious indication that they were 
stepping into a new world—different from 
their pre-school world. In time as they grew, 
Spanish became more and more a kind of 
sentimental significance, a remainder of a 
society they had left. 

The civil rights movement of the 1960's, 
the social and political awakening of the 
Mexican-American during the same period 
gave birth to Chicanismo, an identity that 
was to bring thousands of these individuals 
back to the culture they had left behind. 

It was not to the culture of their parents, 
as they had known it, it was their Mexican 
ancestors and their newly adopted "North 
American" sociey, the Chicano culture.

Joe D. Palacios George Lastra 

Two young San Jose men died within an 
hour of each other Monday morning, March 
17; JOE D. PALACIOS, 16, and GEORGE 
LASTRA, 22, died of head-shot wounds in 
the intensive care unit at Alexian Brothers 
Hospital. They were shot late Saturday night 
when three men fired at least 12 small-cali¬ 
ber rifle rounds through an apartment win¬ 
dow into a crowded party at LASTRA'S 
residence. LASTRA was giving a birthday 
party for a sister, police said. Police said 
two of the suspects had attended the party 
and argued with other guests, then left and 
returned with a third man and opened fire. 
In all, six persons were wounded. Shot in 
the left side was RONALD ENRIQUEZ, 17; 
he remained in guarded condition at Alex¬ 


ian Brothers Hospital. Three others suffered 
lesser wounds. PALACIOS, who was born in 
San Jose, was an eleventh grader at James 
Lick High School. He is survived by his par¬ 
ents, Andrew E. and Antonia A. Palacios and 
his brothers and sisters, Andy Jr., Cindy, 
Lucas and Angel Palacios, and Irene P. He¬ 
rrera and Martha P. Andrade, all of San 
Jose. Mass of Christian Burial was celebrated 
at Sacred Heart Church. Burial was con¬ 
ducted by Mission Chapel of Rancadore and 
Alameda. GEORGE LASTRA, who was a 
student at S.J. City College and father of 
two, was also a nephew of United Farm 
Worker leader, Cesar Chavez. A native of 
San Jose, he lived in the Santa Clara Valley 
all his life, attending San Jose schools; he 
was graduated in 1970 from James Lick High 
School and had been a student for brief six 
weeks at SJCC. LASTRA served in the U.S. 
Army in Germany and Italy and was dis¬ 
charged last October. He leaves his wife, 
Grace; two children; his parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. George Lastra Sr. of S.J.; five brothers 
and sisters and grandparents, Mrs. Josephine 
Lastra of S.J. and Mr. and Mrs. Librado H. 
Chavez of Mexico. Funeral services were 
arranged by Lima Family-Erickson Cathedral 
Chapel. Mass of Christian Burial was held 
at Our Lady of Guadalupe Church. "Los 
crímenes son producidos por la falta de cul¬ 
tura, por la mala educación y por viciosa 
organización del Estado."—Platón.

The Great Waldo Pepper 

Just opened in the area, and if you don't 
like movies with excitement, action, comedy 
and some tine acting; DON'T SEE THIS 
ONE! But if you do, this is the movie for 
you. The movie stars, one of the current 
heart throbs, Robert Redford. 

The story is a simple one. It concerns a 
time in the early twenties, when a handful 
of post-war pilots flew around the country 
side and gave rides to the local people for 
whatever he could get. And how one parti¬ 
cular pilot, Waldo Pepper, would do what¬ 
ever he had to do stay in the air. From the 
beginning, with flying people for a $5.00 
charge to the air circus in which the pilots 
were forced into doing the most death de¬ 
fying stunts that the paying public could 
see. Even when Waldo is suspended from 
flying permanently by the CAA (for causing 
a public hazard with a certain exhibition). 
He moves out to California to work in the 
movies and you guessed it, he ends up fly¬ 
ing, But, this time, he meets the "dream 
of his life." 

The film is directed by the Academy 
Award director, George Roy Hill, of "Butch 
Cassidy & The Sundance Kid" and "The 
Sting" fame. From the opening shots with 
artifacts of Waldo's, simple theme music, 
then dissolving into the action, the film is 
very reminiscent of "Butch Cassidy." The 
aerial stunts are fantastic to say the least, 
with the actors reportedly doing 75 per cent 
of their stunts. The film is well paced, with 
dialog and scenes running over to the next, 
with several slower paced scenes inter-cut 
that develop the soul of the character as 
well as the philosophy of the film itself. For 
a first rate time at the flicks, "THE GREAT 
WALDO PEPPER" is a sure winner.

Murders on the 
Orient Express 

Has been playing in the area for some¬ 
time. If you are wondering about seeing it 
or not, maybe I can give you a few ideas 
of what to expect. With all the advertising, 
the all-star cast, the source from which the 
story was taken, the director and the Aca¬ 
demy Award nominations you would expect 
a superbly entertaining movie. And after 
watching the first twenty minutes, you 
would probably say to yourself; "Wow! 1 
what a flick!" And I would have to agree. 
The beginning is beautiful, from the artsy 
credits to the kidnapping done against the 
newspaper headlines with a smooth transi¬ 
tion to the train station where the story be¬ 
gins. We see each one of the characters, 
boarding at different times, making each 
one of there entrances memorable. Then, 
we have an establishing shot of the train be¬ 
fore departing that must last a good two 
minutes. It's fine if your an hobbiest on 
trains. Then its into the plot, and it travels 
well for the first twenty minutes. The scenes 
and characters are well defined in the first 
part of the journey. Nothing lags, with the 
exception of the train shot. The scenes are 
clipped and tight and moves at a brisk and 
fluid pace. After the murder, everything 
reverses, the scenes take forever to go any¬ 
where and you feel that you have been kept 
waiting to the enevitable confrontation in 
which the inspector has it out with the 
twelve suspects. Yes, there are certain clues 
which have to be established in order to have 
the end scenes; but Mr. Lumet, bores you 
with incidental information, scenes, that just 
put whip cream on the pie with no validity 
at all, but pad the film. There was one good 
thing which happens in that time. We get 
one fine performance that blossoms; Ingrid 
Berman as the maid. She shines as the one 
jewel in that one portion of the film holds 
the whole from being an exciting piece of 
cinematic work. The end, like the beginning, 
shines and brings us back to the same place 
in the quality of our circle. The final con¬ 
frontation is the real piece of showmanship. 
It gives a final note to the film, with Albert 
Finney as the inspector really showing off to 








his cinematic audience. In short, the actors 
shine, but the direction leaves something to 
be desired, especially in the length of the 
picture. It is a movie that almost makes it. 
It's too bad that the directors vanity would 
not let the film be cut to improve on the 
overall film. 

My advice to those who want to see it, 
is to see it during the bargain matinee, for 
only $1.00. That way you won't feel cheated. 
Or wait until it comes to another theater. 


MINORITY WOMEN'S

The 
Women's Affirmative Action Division has 
set up goals to give better assurance to 
women that a strong effort will be under¬ 
taken to bring parity to women not only by 
job category, but also parity by all of the 
34 departments within the County. 

The Women's Affirmative Action Divi¬ 
sion has developed a program which deals 
with several areas. Examples of these areas 
include: 1) Negotiating with unions for ap¬ 
prenticeship programs for women, 2) utiliz¬ 
ing special outside recruitment and internal 
recruitment, 3) making the necessary changes 
dealing with job classifications and job re¬ 
structuring. 

We are available to all women who are 
presently employed and who are seeking 
employment with the County.

As a bit of helpful information, here are 
some questions which may be asked of you 
that are unlawful pre-employment inquiries: 

—Who will take care of your children 
when they are ill? 

—Is your husband willing to have you 
work overtime? 

—Do you think you can supervise men? 

—How would you supervise women who 
don't like to work for women? 

—Do you really want to work with all men?
